The Gladiolus, or Sword Lily, is the most desirable and most 
popular of all garden bulbs. Costs little and grows and blooms 
readily in any soil or climate. A most satisfactory garden flower, 
thriving and blooming with the least care and attention, and 
making a display which for brilliancy and beauty of coloring few 
bulbs can equal, and none surpass. In cutting Gladioli for the 
house, it is better to cut the spikes as soon as the first one 
or two lower buds show color. The remainder will open 
in the house. Remove the faded flowers, cut a little off 
the stem, and change the water every day. Handled in 
this way a spike will last a week or ten days and as a 
rule the colors are more refined when thus developed. 

CULTURE.—Plant at any time from April to June, in any 
fairly good soil. Set in rows four inches apart, or in masses 
six inches apart each way. Plant in the full sun, if possible 
and keep down weeds. They bloom from August to 
October. After fall frosts, lift the bulbs, and after removing 
the_ tops, let them dry for two or three weeks in any airy 
position, under cover. Then, after removing the roots, 
store them in a cellar or any cool, dry place, away from 
frost, for planting again the following spring.

Wild Rice 

(Zicania Aquatica) 

A large reed-like aquatic plant, found growing in marshes and on the 
edges of lakes and rivers. It is invaluable as an attraction for wild fowl, 
for where Wild Rice grows, ducks will come. In fish ponds and lakes it 
helps to purify the water and affords a refuge to the small fry from large 
fish, and also furnishes them with food from the animalculae on the stalks. 
The seed may be planted at any season, but the Fall is preferable. It 
succeeds best where there is a muddy bottom with few weeds and six inches 
to two feet of fresh water. Care must be taken to place it where the roots 
will be covered with water at all times. It commences to sprout as soon as 
the water gets warm and grows rapidly, ripening in August or September. 
The seed must not be allowed to become dry before planting or the germi¬ 
nation will be destroyed or at least seriously injured. On this account 
orders cannot be filled by us until the harvest, 1929, at which time, as 
fast as the seed is gathered we make despatch of orders, direct from the 
source of supply, packing the seed by special methods to retain its vitality.

It fits well into any rotation thus benefiting succeeding crops. 
For weed control and the maintenance of nitrogen and organic 
matter in the soil, it is extremely useful; and, as a remedy for 
soil washing and drifting it will be found very satisfactory. 
It will succeed under conditions not favorable to Alfalfa or 
Red Clover—on heavy, wet, alkali hard, dry, gumbo soils, 
on poor rundown soils—providing an abundance of Hay 
and Pasture.

Sweet Clover may sometimes be pastured 
the year sown, but a heavier growth the 
following year gives better results and will 
carry a large number of cattle. On account 
of its high protein content it is excellent for 
growing stock and the production of milk. 
The easiest way to create an appetite is to commence pasturing 
the stock on it very early in the Spring before other green 
feed has started. Keep it eaten down close, 6 to 8 inches 
high, so that at all times there will be an abundance of fresh 
shoots for grazing. 

If wanted for hay the first cutting should 
be made when the crop is between 24 and 
30 inches high and just coming into blos¬ 
som. The best time to cut is in the morning 
when the dew is off the plants. Set the 
mower high enough to avoid destroying the lower buds on the stems. The second cutting is generally ready about the 
middle of August or first of September. Care should be exercised in curing to avoid spoiling. 

We recommend sowing early in the spring with a scant seeding of Wheat, Oats or Barley, from 12 to 
20 lbs. of strictly high grade hulled and scarified seed per acre. The following season you have the 
choice of Pasturing, Cutting for Hay, Maturing for Seed, or Plowing down for fertilizing. It may be 
seeded as late as July, but results are not as satisfactory as early seeding. 

VARIETIES.—There are two valuable biennial varieties, namely: Melilotus Alba, which is white flowered and grows 
from 4 to 8 feet in height, and Melilotus Officinalis, yellow flowered, growing 3 to 5 feet high.

Sow 36 lbs. per 
acre, even up to 45 lbs. if the land is in 
good condition and the crop wanted 
early. 




Millet is an Annual forage plant that fills an important place in our Western Farming 
System. It is quick growing, prolific, and does well under average soil and climatic condi¬ 
tions, producing a good sure crop of hay. Being a true grass of rank growth, it is one of 
our best crops for smothering weeds and as an emergency crop is unexcelled. 

Where it has been impossible to get land ready for seed in May or 
June; where it is too late for reseeding grain after soil blowing; where 
the sprouted grain field has been raided by cutworms; or, where Sweet 
Clover or Alfalfa has Winter killed, Millet comes to the relief. It is a 
good drought resister but does best on moist soil with a well prepared 
seed bed. It does well on new breaking if the soil is rich and porous and cultivated finely. 
The Millets make excellent feed for Cattle, Horses and Sheep, either as pasture or hay. 
The varieties grown in this country are divided into two classes, viz.: 
the Forage Type and the Grain Type. Siberian, Common and 
Hungarian belong to the Forage type— these have all similar character¬ 
istics in growth and appearance of the plant. Japanese is also a forage 
type, although entirely distinct from the others. Of the Grain Millet 
varieties, the Hog appears to be the best suited to Western Canada. In ordering, custo¬ 
mers are requested to make a second or third choice, in case we are sold out of 
their first named. 

SIBERIAN.—The seed of this variety is quite distinct in color, being an orange shade— 
the beard and chaff are similar to Hungarian. The leaves start close to the ground and 
continue nearly to the top of the stem. It does not grow coarse, but makes fine hay. 
The plant matures at the same time as Common and Hungarian and resembles these 
varieties in all respects. Hardy and especially suited to the West. 

HUNGARIAN.—No other variety is so well known for hay. It does not grow as 
coarse as some other Millet varieties, but still yields quite heavily, two to four tons of hay 
per acre being an ordinary crop. The hay is quite leafy, of the very best quality, and 
is greedily eaten by all kinds of stock—It is hardy, drought resisting, and early, 
especially well suited for Western Canada—in fact, cannot be surpassed by any other 
variety. 

COMMON.—Produces very heavy crops on good moist land; at the same time there is no 
variety of Millet that does better on light and dry soil. It is hardy, early and produces 
a big crop of fine rich tender juicy hay which is relished by horses, cattle and 
sheep. It grows from 2J^ to 4 feet high and yields from 1 Yi to 4 tons of hay per acre. 

HOG OR BROOM CORN (Manitoba Millet).—This is the leading Millet of this class 
for the West. It is of great value for feeding swine; it also makes the finest feed for 
poultry and young chicks. The fodder remains green when the seed is ripe, hence it 
may be cut for both hay and seed with the best of success. Live stock are very fond 
of the fodder. The plant is wonderfully resistant to hot, dry weather, very hardy 
and quick maturing. In a favorable season, heads commence to form in about six 
weeks and the crop is ripe in about seventy-five days from seeding. It will produce from 
twenty-five to sixty bushels of seed, and from one-and-a-half to three tons of fodder per 
acre. The grain is hard, roundish-oval in form and about three-quarters the size of common 
Flax. A Wonderful Producer of Grain and Fodder of High Quality. 

We carry in stock two strains of HOG MILLET. These are practically identical 
in all main features except color of the seed which is white in one and orange in 
the other. The latter is often named “EARLY FORTUNE.” Some growers 
claim the orange strain is slightly hardier than the white. Hog Millet is a sure 
and good farm crop for this country. Sow 25 to 30 lbs. per acre. 

JAPANESE.—Very valuable, and highly recommended. It will grow 6 to 8 feet in height, 
and will yield 15 to 25 tons per acre. This Millet may be siloed, fed green or cured 
into hay, and its feeding quality is superior to Fodder Corn. Mixed with Fodder 
Corn it does well and makes a good combination. Sow about June 1st, either broadcast 
at the rate of 16 lbs. per acre, or in drills, using 12 lbs. of seed per acre. 

Sudan Grass -caiiedbysome «the new millet” 

The quality of the hay is considered equal to Timothy. Stock are very fond of it—it is 
excellent for ensilage. Sudan Grass is a great drought resister, and it yields from 2 to 4 
tons per acre. The seed should not be planted until all danger of frost is past and the 
ground thoroughly warmed, as the young plant is tender. It stools freely, sometimes 
as many as one hundred stems coming from one seed. It can be grown in rows 20 to 30 inches 
apart (3 lbs. per acre) and cultivated like corn, or may be sown broadcast by hand (20-lbs. 
per acre). Cover the seed lightly—a rather firm seed bed is recommended. It has a 
particular value for late sowing more especially in the Southern parts of the 
Prairie Provinces. It may be cut with a mower or binder.

For feeding, the grain ranks high 
for all kinds of livestock. It is a great pork producer in both quantity and 
quality. As a cleaning crop, it fills a special place—the land may be 
cultivated as late as the first of July and then sown with Barley. 

Six-Rowed Varieties 

Of the Six-row barleys O.A.C. 21 and Chinese Ottawa are considered the 
best for malting purposes. Trebi is classed more as a feed barley, although 
old country maltsters speak highly of it for malting. 

Chinese Ottawa 60 

A pure line selection made at the Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa, from 
Manchurian, which is supposed to be of Asiatic origin. This new variety has 
proved to be the most productive of all those which have been thoroughly 
tested at Ottawa, and is recommended as superior to Manchurian and O.A.C.

When grown to mature, Peas should be sown early on clean, rich land, summerfallow preferred, and from 2]4 to 3 bushels of 
seed per acre. Cover evenly and about 3 inches deep. One peck of oats per acre is frequently sown with Peas. The com¬ 
bined crop can then be cut with a binder, stooked and threshed the same as other grain. 

Peas afford one of the very best plants to grow for forage in the Northwest. The plant is rich in protein and hence has 
a high feeding value. It is best to sow with other grain—oats, wheat or barley being used in the combination—at the rate 
of 1J bus. of Peas to an equal quantity of other grain. The crop may either be soiled, pastured, or left to cut for hay. 
A MIXTURE OF PEAS, RAPE AND MILLET is often sown for pasture, providing abundant and nutritious grazing 
throughout the season.

has been found capable of “rust resistance” more than other 
bread wheats. As a rule, the straw is clean a few inches below the head, though rust may davelop on the leaf stalk where 
it does little harm. At Dominion Experimental Farms in Manitoba, Ceres has outyielded Marquis by from three to 
fourteen bushels per acre. Ceres matures from two to six days earlier than Marquis. 

In baking tests Ceres has proved equal to Marquis and superior in moisture absorption, a characteristic highly valued by 
bakers. In color its flour is slightly creamy but easily bleached. Ceres is a bearded variety.

Spring Rye 

In addition to its value as a grain crop, Rye is depended upon by many farmers 
in the drier districts to meet their requirements in hay. There is nothing 
so sure or earlier. It is hardy, and can be sown as soon in the spring as the frost 
is out of the ground, and grows very rapidly. Cut immediately the head appears, 
it makes good green fodder and hay. It is best cut with the binder and handled in 
sheaves, in which shape it cures well. The yield varies from 1 to 4 tons per acre. 
It grows again after cutting, affording considerable pasture in a moist season. 

NEW PROLIFIC SPRING RYE.—Does well in the West and has outyielded other 
sorts by about 8 bushels per acre. The heads are long and well filled, with short 
awns. The grain is large and usually plump. Highly recommended. 

COMMON SPRING RYE.—Very hardy and a good yielder—a reliable crop even 
in dry seasons. 


Fall or Winter Rye 


Rye 


Similar to the spring variety but sown during August and first half of September. 
One of the earliest plants for spring pasture. After pasturing in the spring, the 
crop may be allowed to grow on for hay or mature grain. If sown early in the fall 
and the growth is strong, it should be pastured fairly close. 

After the crop has been removed, cultivation can be made very effective in combating 
Quack Grass, Canada, Sow Thistle, etc. Fall Rye left to mature produces a 
good yield of grain of high feeding value, and in good demand for export. 


CommonVetches or BlackTares 

60 lbs. to a Bushel 

A splendid forage crop, either sown alone- or with oats. 
Grows rapidly and affords a high class feed, relished by all 
classes of live stock. Excellent for milk production and 
with fattening qualities of a high order. Vetches provide 
excellent pasture for livestock, especially sheep and swine. 
It is best to sow them with some cereal grain such as oats 
or barley to sustain them, because of their trailing habit 
of growth. After this crop the ground is left rich like a 
garden. Alone, sow 1 Yi bushels per acre. 


Sand Vetch 

Sow 60 to 85 lbs. per Acre 

Especially adapted for sandy soils, but will, of course, grow 
more vigorously on better soils. Sown in April it will be 
ready to cut by the middle of July, the second growth 
affording excellent hog pasture during the summer. The 
yield of green forage varies from 10 to 15 tons per acre, 
equal to 3 to 4 tons when cured as dried hay. Can also be 
sown with oats and barley, to be cut for hay, after which . 
the Sand Vetch will make vigorous growth, which may be 
pastured off right on till winter closes in. Largely grown in 
orchards of fruit-growing sections for cutting and plowing 
under. 

Sorghum 

Very valuable for pasture or cutting green. Should not be sown before the 
1st of June. Grows very rapidly in dry, hot weather when most grasses are 
parched and dry. The best soil is a light sandy loam. Rape is often sown with 
Sorghum for pasture. When the plants are about a foot high stock may be 
turned in.. Sorghum should be sown more largely. Early Amber Sugar Cane 
and Kaffir Corn are usually considered the best varieties for this climate. 

EARLY AMBER SUGAR CANE.—Seed 25 to 30 lbs. per acre with grain 
drill. Makes a valuable green-cutting crop, which is relished by all kinds of 
stock. Sometimes grows, from 10 to 12 feet high, stands up well, produces 
small, tender, sweet and juicy stalks, well covered with leaves. 

KAFFIR CORN.—Sown thickly, 100 lbs. to the acre, cut when 4 to 5 feet 
high, dried and bundled like hay, makes one of the best feeds. If sown in 
drills, about 25 to 30 lbs. of seed will do. The stems are stalky and very thickly 
clothed, with wide leaves. The stalks keep brittle, tender and juicy, not 
hardening like many of the Sorghums. Makes excellent fodder, either green or 
dry which is highly relished by cattle or horses. 

Buckwheat 

48 lbs. to a Bushel. Sow Bushel per Acre 

Grain makes fine flour—the staple for pancakes. Yields grain of fine quality in most parts 
of the West.
